FANS STRIKE BACK 

In issue 69 a letter covering almost two pages 
managed to find its way into your magazine. If 
you remember, it was written by someone who 
considered himself to be a genuine and loyal 
fan of Doctor Who. Well, now it's my turn. 

I, too, consider myself to be a loyal fan of 
Doctor Who, whether I am genuine is another 
matter. I, too, have been watching, and until 
recently, been admiring Doctor Who for over 
14 years. But I find myself having to read a very 
mixed bag of opinions by this fan, some of 
which seem to me to be utter nonsense. OK, I 
agreed with him (her) on some of his obser¬ 
vations, but the rest was a bit of a 1 tt,-Jown. For 
a start, if he says he's been c'rojnd since 
Patrick Troughton, how can he say that 
Logopolis was one of the best ever stories to 
grace our screens under the Doctor Who 
banner? Far worse, in his opinion, he seems to 
think that Kinda was the best story of last 
season! I felt embarrassed at watching that 
one. It must rank along with Meg/os, Warrior's 
Gate, and what he considered only to be "a bit 
of a let down", Timeflight, as one of the worst 
ever stories to appear under the Doctor Who 
banner. 

I found it difficult to understand his way of 
thinking over the last series. I agree with him 
when he says they (John and Eric) had turned 
the season into a shallow parody of its former 
glory, and yet he thought Kinda was the best of 
the series, Castrovalva was fairly promising 
and Janet Fielding is by far the best female 
companion the Doctor has ever had! He con¬ 
tradicts himself, I think, when he says that Peter 
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Davison's storylines were pathetic, because he 
actually likes Kinda so much. 

Does he think that he was the only fan to spot 
the ambulnce mistake in Casfrova/va; he just 
got there first! 

He picks holes in Earthshock, which I believe, 
was the most promising of the series and this 
feeling is not just based on the fact that the 
Cybermen turned up in it. It was well produced, 
especially the idea of focusing the audience's 
attention of Adric's neglect in the first episode. 
It was obvious that something was going to 
happen to him at the end. 

I was very impressed by Black Orchid, and I 
think it was the most original idea of the last 
two series. He criticises the Visitation, which I 
thought was also entertaining. 

I do, however, raise the point that the acting 
by the resident characters has been below par 
lately. I know it sounds harsh on these actors, 
and 1 know that with time, they will improve. (I 
think there was a pun there somewhere?) 

As a conclusion, it seems as though both he 
and Ifiave mixed feelings about the last series, 
but I must state that my overall impression of it 
was that it lacked the touch that was there in the 
Pertwee, early Baker Seasons. 

I hope this letter is printed simply because I 
did not agree with the long letter published in 
issue 69 and I felt that some of the opinions 
(and there is nothing wrong with them as 
personal views I suppose) did not seem to me 
to be those of a long surviving fan of Doctor 
Who. 

We are all entitled to our own opinion, Mr 
Drake.

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EPISODE 1 

At the British Space Centre tension is mounting, 
Something has gone wrong with Mars Probe Seven. It is 
possible that the three astronauts are dead. The 
Brigadier is at the Centre as an observer and is 
becoming concerned over public relations. 

Television reporter John Wakefield sums up the 
problems; Mars Probe Seven had a good journey and 
landing to Mars. For twelve hours all was well then 
suddenly, radio silence. 

A casual viewer of the television coverage is the 
Doctor at UNIT H.Q. He is primarily concerned with the 
reactivation of the TARDIS console. With partial success 
he manages to project Liz Shaw a few seconds into the 
future. It takes several reappearances before the Time 
Warp Field stabilises reuniting Liz and the Doctor. On 
the television John Wakefield continues his explanation 
of the docking procedure of Recovery Seven to Mars 
Probe Seven, speculating the fate of the latter. 

Ralph Cornish, Director of the Centre, instructs 
astronaut Van Lyden in docking manoeuvres with Mars 
Probe Severn 

Van Lyden has a visual contact with Mars Probe Seven 
but still cannot get a radio reply. He docks Recovery 
Seven and activates the locking clamps. As air is injected 
into the connecting tunnel between the two ships Van 
Lyden can hear the hatch of Mars Probe Seven being 
opened simultaniously with his own. Reporting this to 
space Centre he enters the tunnel. Suddenly a terrifying 
sound is heard and Van Lyden collapses. 

This horrendous sound is also heard at Space Centre. 
Contact with Van Lyden has been severed. 

The strange sound was also heard by the Doctor on 
the television. Muttering that he has heard the sound 
somewhere before, he immediately leaves for the Space 
Centre. 

In the calm after the storm John Wakefield attempts to 
interview scientist Bruno Taltalian asking if he has any 
idea about the strange signal. Taltalian becomes swiftly 
irate at Wakefield's questions. 

The Doctor arrives while Cornish is vainly trying to 
contact Van Lyden. Vouching for the Doctor, the 
Brigadier manages to dispel security and the more 
important matters of the day can be pursued. The Doctor 
informs the disbelieving Cornish that the sound they 
heard was in fact a message and as they have not replied 
it would seem logical that it will be repeated. A 
recording must be made when this happens. The 
dubious Cornish has no time to argue for right on cue the 
sound is heard again. Reluctantly accepting the offer of 
the Doctor's help, Cornish makes available recording 


equipment as a sound is heard a third time. Typically the 
Doctor contradicts everyone by telling them that it is too 
late as that last sound was a reply to the first message. All 
they can do now is set up a world wide triangulation on 
the assumption that like the message the reply will be 
repeated. 

While they wait, Bruno Taltalian informs them that 
another recovery vessel can be made ready in ten days. 
Suddenly the building is filled with the noise of the 
second reply. The source is traced to South England. 
The Brigadier has UNIT get a local triangulation and 
minutes later a platoon of UNIT troops are converging on 
an abandoned warehouse seven miles away. 

In this warehouse is General Carrington and Sergeant 
Grey sitting by a transmitter. The General orders a final 
transmission at full power. 

Minutes later the Brigadier and his platoon of troops 
arrive to be confronted by General Carrington’s men. A 
fierce battle ensues. The battle goes against the UNIT 
troops when suddenly, the commander of the opposing 
forces surrenders to the Brigadier. The General destroys 
the transmitter and he and Grey escape out of a window. 

Back at the Space Centre more trouble is brewing. The 
Doctor is unable to get any computer time, Taltalian is 
being deliberately obstructive and Cornish receives a 
warning of solar Dare build up endangering the lives of 
the astronauts. A signal is delivered to two empty craft. 

An annoyed Doctor seeks out Taltalian to confront him 
about computer time when the latter pulls out a gun. 

EPISODE 2 

Taltalian is demanding the Doctor hands over a 
recording of the message. The tape seems to vanish into 
thin air. As Taltalian threatens the Doctor with the gun 
they are interrupted by the entrance of the Brigadier. 
Taltalian takes flight with the Brigadier in hot pursuit. At 
last able to use the analogue-digital converter the Doctor 
is delayed yet again by the return of the Brigadier who 
has lost his quarry. The Brigadier tells the Doctor about 
his prisoner from the warehouse, Collinson, and they 
depart to question him. 

Collinson is refusing to answer any questions. The 
Doctor tricks Collinson by suddenly barking out several 
orders. Instinctively Collinson jumps to attention 
shouting 'Sir', proving that the man is a regular soldier. 

Meanwhile, in space the two capsules have separated 
with Recovery Seven heading back towards Earth. 

As the Doctor goes to assist Liz who is decoding the 
message a rescue attempt is mounted and Collinson is 
freed. 

Liz Shaw’s computations aren't making very much and

sense and she suspects a computer malfunction. The 
Doctor simply asks the computer what two plus two 
equals. Answer, five! It would seem that Taltalian has 
indulged in a little sabotage. 

Recovery Seven enters the Earth’s atmosphere where 
Space Centre controls its descent. Eventually the 
capsule touches down, intact, in South-East England. 
Ralph Cornish, the Doctor and technicians set off for the 
landing sight to recover their spacecraft. 

On arrival they find the Capsule door locked from the 
inside and despite attempts to raise the crew the door 
remains firmly shut. It is decided to transport the 
Capsule back to Space Centre. All this is observed from 
a distance by General Carrington and Sergeant Grey. 

Within the hour an army transporter and escort arrive 
to collect the Capsule. The convoy is soon on its way 
back to Space Centre when suddenly it is attacked by a 
helicopter using gas bombs and some armed troops. 
The hijateked transporter, however, is destined for a very 
short journey for as it passes over the brow of a hill it 
finds Bessie and the Doctor blocking the road. 
Persuading the two drivers to give assistance, the Doctor 
captures them with Bessie’s anti-theft device and drives 
the transporter back to Space Centre. 

Working with another scientist, Dobson, Liz begins to 
crack the code. She and the Doctor go to see the Minister 
of Technology and Space Development, Sir James 
Quinlan. He shows a surprising disinterest in their report 
and quickly ushers them out scoffing at their ideas of 
spies within Government circles. As soon as the Doctor 
and Liz have departed he has another visitor, Bruno 
Taltalian. 

Beside the Capsule in the Space Centre Ralph Cornish 
continues unsuccessfully to attempt contact with Van 
Lyden. Suddenly Van Lyden's voice comes over the R.T. 
asking for re-entry clearance. This is all he says and the 
Doctor becomes suspicious. He asks what the capital of 
Australia is, how many beans make five and calls him by 
name. For each, the answer is requesting Clearance for 
re-entry". Realising something is seriously wrong the 
Doctor orders the hatch to be cut open. 


The General reveals that the “messages" were part of 
a new top security code. As far as the abduction of the 
Capsule is concerned, is, that in space Recovery Seven 
passed through a contagious belt of radiation and the 
whole affair was kept secret to prevent public panic. The 
Doctor is sceptical but accepts this explanation. 
However, he insists on seeing the astronauts for himself. 

While the Doctor is on his way to the bunker a kidnap 
of the astronauts is in progress resulting in the death of 
Professor Heldorf. The Kidnappers are unaware of the 
radiation danger and travel in the back of the van with 
the astronauts. But the kidnappers die and the bodies are 
dumped in a gravel pit. 

Soon after the Doctor, Brigadier and Liz arrive at the 
bunker only to find the dead Professor Heldorf and the 
astronauts missing. A quick inspection and calculations 
ascertain that the levels of radiation involved are such 
that no human can survive. The Doctor propounds an 
amazing theory. The three Mars Probe Seven astronauts 
are still in orbit. What ever came down in Recovery 
Seven was most certainly not human. 

By now Reegan has delivered his three spscesuited 
figures to another, discredited scientist, Lennox. 

Back at the Space Centre Ralph Cornish is in favour of 
sending up another Recovery Capsule to find the 
missing astronauts. He is opposed however by Sir James 
Quinlan who backs down only when Cornish threatens 
to tell all to the Press. 

■ Professor Lennox is getting increasingly concerned 
over the condition of the astronauts. The radiation level 
has fallen but one of them has collapsed. Reegan enters 
the chamber to investigate but is attacked by one of the 
remaining astronauts who then comes out in pursuit of 
Lennox. Fortunately it collapses before it can harm the 
Professor. Reegan recovers and receives a phone call 
instructing him that more radiation is needed and that he 
is to collect some more radio-active isotopes. 

Despite reluctant Government agreement the 
preliminaries for launching the Recovery Capsule are 
taking longer than expected. Cornish confides in the 
Brigadier. 

By now the isotopes have been installed in the 
astronaut’s chamber. As the radiation takes effect the 
spacesuited figures appear to recover. 

The two dead kidnappers dumped in the gravel pit 
have been discovered. The Brigadier sets off to 
investigate. 


The hatch open they find the Capsule empty! Inspecting 
the cabin it is obvious that Van Lyden's voice is nothing 
more than a tape recording. More importantly the geiger 
counter is showing maximum rads. The fact that a false 
security check was made explains the disappearance of 
the astronauts, though not their condition. 

At this moment three spacesuited figures are being 
kept hidden in a bunker like room under the charge of a 
certain Professor Heldorf. He points out that the 
astronauts are emitting deadly radiation, to General 
Carrington who is also there, and that urgent medical 
treatment is required. Irrespective of this advice the 
General contradicts the Professor and instructs him to 
increase the radiation in a special room for the astronauts 
as they have now become dependent upon it. 

The Brigadier and the Doctor pay a return visit to 
Quinlan demanding an explanation concerning the 
authentic passes and uniforms that the false security 
guards had. An explanation is not forthcoming. Instead 
Quinlan introduces them to the head of a newly formed 
Space Security Department, General Carrington. It is 
pointed out that General Carrington was an astronaut on 
the Mars Probe Six. 


In order to speed things up the Doctor suggests using 
the now radiation free Recovery Seven Capsule if 
Recovery Eight cannot be made ready in time, always 
providing they can get a rocket to go under it. 

A memo is received from the Brigadier asking that the 
Doctor and Liz join him at the gravel pit. The Doctor 
insists on supervising Recovery Seven and sends Liz 
alone in Bessie. Within half an hour of her departure the 
Brigadier walks in denying any knowledge of said 
memo. Obviously she is heading for a trap and the 
Brigadier sets off in hot pursuit. 

Already another car has caught up with Liz forcing her 
to stop. Fleeing from her attackers she runs across a 
weir. Not quick enough, the men catch up with her and in 
the ensuing struggle she is thrown into the raging waters. 

EPISODE 4 

Frantically grabbing at a support, she is pulled back by 
her attacker and taken back to the “hide-away” where 
the van driver Reegan introduces her to Lennox. She is 
ordered to assist the Professor or face the consequences 
of being shut in the chamber with the astronauts. 


A comb taken from one of the dead kidnappers has 
foreign lettering on it which General Carrington 
compares with a newspaper cutting he has. The 
inference drawn by the General is that the kidnappers 
are foreign agents who somehow see a way of using the 
astronauts as a weapon. Tending to ignore most of what 
the General has to say the Doctor states that Professor 
Heldorf was working on some kind of radio 
communication impulse unit. Did this not seem strange 
as the astronauts have built in R.T.'s. Cornered, the 
General storms out. 

Not wanting to waste anymore time, the Doctor goes to 
the computer room where, a now cooperative Taltalian 
assists him. The Doctor receives a phone call telling him 
that Liz will be killed if he does not stop interfering. 

At the chamber more isotopes are needed and 
Reegan leaves to arrange this. Immediately Lennox and 
Liz conspire resulting in Liz obtaining a door key and her 
freedom, promising to help Lennox on her return. 

At last having been able to use the computer the 
Doctor discovers a mathematical formula for the 
construction of an electronic translation device. In a 
quiet moment he has a few words with Taltalian. 

A while later the escaping Liz flags down a car which 
unfortunately is being driven by Taltalian. He takes her 
back to the chamber at gun point Here he gives Reegan 
a small communication device which will transmit 
signals to the astronauts which they will obey for fear of 
losing the radiation supply. Before leaving Taltalian 
informs Reegan that the Doctor has to be permanently 
silenced. Reegan smiles in agreement. 

Back at the Space Centre the Doctor explains to the 
Brigadier that once his communication device is 
constructed they should have all the answers. He gives 
the Brigadier a list of the equipment necessary. 

As Taltalian leaves the hide-away Reegan gives him a 
brief case containing a time bomb. Unbeknown to 
Taltalian the timer has been set to zero. 

Amongst his other problems Ralph Cornish now 
discovers there are no pilots available to fly the 
Recovery Craft. Needless to say the Doctor offers his 
services. 

Sceptical of the Doctor’s abilities, Cornish arranges for 
the Doctor to take some tests. While this is being 
instigated, Taltalian approaches the Doctor saying that 
he has the information they are seeking in the car. ’ 
Passing the Doctor a brief case he sets the timer on the 
bomb concealed inside. It explodes immediately, but the 
Doctor is shielded from the blast by Taltalian’s body. 

In the hideout Reegan tests the communications 
device. It functions perfectly. 

A recovered Doctor helps the Brigadier search 
through the debris. They find a machine which is similar 
to one the Doctor is trying to construct. 

At the Ministry, despite all his efforts, Quinlan has to 
report to General Carrington that the recovery mission is 
going ahead. Quinlan suggests that the Doctor should be 
told the truth but the General disagrees saying that the 
rocket must be stopped or it will mean disaster for the 
whole world. 

Reegan receive a phone call and a little later by use of 
the communications device he takes one of the 
astronauts along to the Space Centre. As it approaches 
the gate post the guards open fire to no avail. Killing one 
sentry the astronaut enters the building. 

A phone call from Quinlan interrupts the Doctor at 
work. He wishes to know if the Doctor still intends to pilot 
the Recovery Craft. The Doctor says he will if he is told 
the truth. Quinlan agrees to this and the Doctor and the 
Brigadier leave immediately. 

Replacing the phone Quinlan is horrified to see an 
astronaut standing there, it touches him and the Minister 
dies in convulsions from the radiation. Quinlan’s papers 
are also destroyed. Just then the Doctor enters the room 
and immediately attends the prostrate figure of Quinlan. 
Behind him the astronaut moves towards the Doctor, his 
arm out-stretched. 

EPISODE 5 

Saving the day, the Brigadier enters firing at the 
astronaut. Unharmed, the astronaut leaves the room. The 
Brigadier goes to give chase but is warned off by the 
Doctor. 

In the hide-out Liz is intent on discovering whether the 
astronauts are human or not. Lennox is disinterested 
saying that Liz will not be able to escape again. Agreeing 
with him she points out that he possibly could. 

The bullets fired by the Brigadier have been flattened 







possibly by some kind of force field. Radioactive traces 
have been left by the escaping astronaut, the trail 
abruptly ends indicating a vehicular escape. 

At the Space Centre yet another delay through a 
shortage of fuel. A mixture of standard fuel and the new 
M3 variant are to be used following the Doctor's 
excellent medical report. 

Reegan returns the astronaut and commands that the 
supply of radiation be kept up. After he has left Liz 
continues to try to persuade Professor Lennox to go to 
UNIT for help. 

In the Space Centre tempers are heated as General 
Carrington expresses that the recent deaths are the 
spearhead of an alien invasion instigated by a foreign 
power. He demands that the rocket be armed with a 
nuclear warhead not a Recovery Capsule. Ralph Cornish 
passes the buck by telling him to take the matter up with 
Quinlan’s successor. 

At last convinced and taking courage Lennox 
convinces the guard that more isotopes are needed and 
that he must fetch them. The guard permits him to go and 
he hurries off. 

Observing the fueling of the space craft the Birgadier 
receives.a phone call from Sergeant Benton informing 
him of Professor Lennox’s arrival. The Brigadier will be 
along as soon as he had finished his security checks. 

A terrified Lennox is locked in a cell at his own request 
while the Doctor boards the Capsule. 

Upon Reegan’s return to the hide-away he discovers 
that Lennox is missing. Furious he telephones his boss for 
instructions. Lennox will be dealt with but he himself 
must deal with the Doctor, now! 

Sitting in the Capsule the Doctor waits patiently, with 
idle banter to Cornish, while the fueling is completed. 

Reegan arrives at the Space Centre and overpowering 
the guard heads directly for the fueling point. Here he 
switches the standard fuel inlet off allowing only pure M3 
variant into the rocket’s tanks. 

Some food is delivered to Lennox’s cell. He lifts the lid 


Entering the vicinity of Recovery Seven the Doctor 
makes visual contact, manoeuvres and achieves link up. 
Boarding Recovery Seven he starts to explore when 
suddenly a UFO of gigantic proportions approaches on 
the two capsules. 

EPISODE 6 

Awe-struck the Doctor watches the approaching 
spacecraft. 

On Earth they lose radio contact on the radar screen 
the UFO signal totally obliterates the signals from the two 
capsules. The Brigadier assumes that a collision has 
ensued. 

An alien voice instructs the Doctor to leave the capsule 
and board the spaceship. Following instructions he 
enters a room where he finds the three missing Earth 
astronauts in perfect health. They are under the mis¬ 
apprehension that they are on Earth in extended 
quarantine. He is about to explain to them what has 
happened when an alien signal freezes them into 
immobility and an alien image appears on a projecting 
screen. It demands to know why its ambassadors have 
not been returned and at the same time warning that their 
immediate non return will cause the destruction of Earth. 

Back on Earth, General Carrington’s plan to destroy 
the UFO has been enhanced by this latest move. He 
leaves for an international security conference to obtain 
full backing. Cornish thinks the General mad but the 
Brigadier has reservations, remembering that the 
General did go on a previous Mars Probe. Perhaps even 
now there is something that they are unaware of. 

Now knowing the truth the Doctor explains to the alien 
that the Earth authorities are totally unaware of the 
Ambassadors. He convinces the alien to let him go to set 
matters to right. The alien agrees imposing a time limit 
and reitterating its previous warning. The three Earth 
men will remain behind and the Doctor leaves. 

On Earth the Americans plan to launch an unmanned 


off the platter to discover not food but an isotope he 
rushes for the alarm which has been deliberately 
disconnected. Panic stricken he cowers in a comer. 

The Brigadier discovers the knocked out guard and 
immediately goes to check on Reegan's sabotage at the 
fueling point. But he is too late as the rocket lifts off at an 
alarming rate. The M3 variant is too volatile. Unless the 
rocket’s speed can be reduced the Doctor will shoot off 
into the sun. Premature discharge of stage one is the only 
possible hope. Fortunately the plan works.

Lennox’s murder has been discovered. 

Eventually the Doctor restablishes radio contact with 
the Space Centre informing them of his return and that he 
has foundthe three missing astronauts. He refuses to say 
more until safely back on Earth and maintains radio 
silence. 

Back in the hide-away Liz is changing the isotopes 
when one of the aliens approaches her with its helmet 
removed. Repelled by the appearance of this inhuman 
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creature Liz rushes from the chamber and tells Reegan 
He seems not the least bit concerned and in fact has 
plans to use these aliens for his own ends. It is no that he 
informs her that Lennox is dead and if she wants to stay 
alive she will take over his job. Just then he receives a 
phone call informing him that the Doctor is on the way 
back. 

Reegan and Recovery Eight arrive at the Space Centre 
simultaneousy. Using false papers Reegan gains an 
admittance. Leaving the Capsule the Doctor enters the 
decontamination unit which is being sabotaged at this 
very moment by Reegan by way of poison gas. When the 
Doctor eventually collapses Reegan enters the unit and 
absconds with the unconscious Doctor. The Doctor’s 
absensce is soon noted and the Brigadier asks Cornish to 
have the Centre sealed off. 

General Carrington returns from an unsuccessful 
conference. He still firmly believes that the UFO should 
be blasted from the skies and that the mysterious Doctor, 
who seems to have no background details on file, is 
responsible for his troubles. 

Slowly the Doctor recovers from the gas and although 
finding himself captive is overjoyed at being reunited 
with Liz Shaw. Reegan asks the Doctor to build him a 
proper translation unit and much to Liz's disgust the 
Doctor agrees. Suddenly the door opens and in walks 
General Carrington. Liz is surprised at his involvement 
even though the Doctor had guessed as much. The 
General points a gun at the Doctor. His order to have the 
Doctor destroyed has not been carried out and he now 
feels it is his moral duty to do the job himself. 


EPISODE 2 

As the Genera] squeezes the trigger, Reegan enters 
forestalling the execution. He explains that the Doctor is 
about to build a machine that will enable them to speak to 
the aliens. Apparently General Carrington's aversion to 
the aliens stems from the fact that they inadvertantly 
killed crewmember Jim Daniels just by touching him and 
it is he, the General, that has masterminded this whole 
affair. For the moment the Doctor agrees to be amicable 
and build the machine. The General leaves with one of 
the aliens. 

The American Space Agency manoeuvres its 
unmanned capsule to within a three mile observation 
point from the UFO. 

Reegan goes to obtain some more isotope. Meanwhile, 
the Americans loose contact with their satellite believing 
that it has disintegrated. On top of this the Brigadier 
receives a message informing him that Carrington's men 
have captured one of the aliens and are bringing it to the 
Space Centre. Driving up to the isotope stores Reegan 
lets the two aliens get out of his van. Forcing their way in 
they kill one of the guards. The remaining guard raises 
the alarm. 

Within the Space Centre Carrington and Wakefield 
are preparing for a live television broadcast. Wakefield 
is concerned that if there really is an alien within the 
spacesuit it may cause worldwide panic. Meanwhile. 
Reegan obtains his isotopes. Protected by his alien 
bodyguard he then leaves the compound. 

General Carrington tells the Brigadier that the men 
assisting the aliens are traitors. On the worldwide 
telecast he is going to call upon the world powers to 
launch an attack on the UFO pressing for its total 
destruction. 

Bringing back the aliens, Reegan insists that the 
Doctor now tests his completed communications 
machine. The Doctor obeys but there is no reaction. 

At mobile UNIT HO a high impulse S.O.S. is picked up. 
They attempt to trace the source. 

Back at the Space Centre Ralph Cornish continues to 
try and dissuade Wakefield from making his broadcast. 

In the hide-away Reegan returns to see the Doctor 
“testing" his machine, the Doctor immediatey ceases 
transmitting the S.O.S. and utilizes the machine for its 
proper use. The Ambassadors demand to know why 
they are being held captive and why they have been 
made to kill. Reegan succinctly tells the aliens that they 
will obey or he will deprive them of their isotopes. 

The UFO transmits to Earth repeating the warning that 
it gave the Doctor about the safe return of its 
Ambassadors. General Carrington reacts instantly, his 
case now proved. It is his duty now to attack first. His 
meglomania now to the fore, he insists that, Wakefield 
speed up the time for his broadcast, the Brigadier is 



placed under close arrest and all Unit personnel have 
been replaced. Ralph Cornish tries to get through to the 
Ministry but finds that the entire Centre has been cut off. 

Fortunately the Brigadier manages to slip his guard 
and commandeering a staff car makes his way to UNIT 
H.Q. Benton explains that the S.O.S. signal has been 
traced to an army range close to the Centre. The 
Brigadier, gathering all the resources that he can muster, 


sets off for the secret location. 

The UNIT attack is successful and the hide-away 
taken The Brigadier outlines the general plan to the 
Doctor who is inspired by Reegan’s comment that they 
could use the aliens to defeat Carrington. Agreeing that 
this is a good plan the Doctor explains to the 
Ambassadors. 

Very soon the small party arrive at the Centre, while 
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inside General Carrington is finalising the best camera 
position for a close up of the alien when its space helmet 
is removed. Cornish continues to try and stop the 
General and is arrested for his pains. 

Wakefield begins his broadcast with introductions jus 
as the sound of gun fire is heard from outside. Just as th« 
General is about to make his speech the Brigadier and 
his men burst in, complete with two of the aliens. The 


General is immediately placed under arrest and is led 
away. As soon as things have calmed down the Doctor 
sends a message to the UFO telling it that its 
Ambassadors are safe and well. They will return them as 
soon as possible in exchange for the three Earth 
astronauts. The Doctor then leaves to continue his work 
in his laboratory leaving the Brigadier, Liz and Ralph 
Cornish to tidy things up.

N ot counting the various Doctors, 

few major characters in the series can 
have made a more lasting impression, 
or achieved greater popularity with viewers 
than the unmistakeably British, stiff upper¬ 
lipped UNIT commander; Brigadier Alastair 
Gordon Lethbridge-Stewart. First introduced 
by writers Mervyn Haisman and Henry 
Lincoln in their 1968 Yeti sequel. The Web of 
Fear, the Brigadier has returned over the 
years, not only to act as a foil for various 
Doctors, but also to facilitate the crucial 
introduction of the Pertwee Doctor into the 
show. It was during the third Doctor s era 
that he became firmly established as a 
major character. Whereas the Doctor's 
companions were more willing to accept the 
bizarre situations the programme plunged 
them into, the Brigadier represented the 
incredulous bystander who had to cope as 
best he could with the extraordinary 
occurances that association with the Doctor 
seemed to cause. This was perhaps one of the 
most important reasons for the character's 
success and much credit must go to actor 
Nicholas Courtney for creating a totally 
believable military figure. His initial 
incredulity when faced with an alien invasion, 
or his disbelief at the Troughton/Pertwee 
regeneration was gradually replaced by a 
more open-minded view of life and he came 
to trust the Doctor not only as a colleague but 


as a friend. By the time of the Doctor's third 
regeneration he could accept the event 
without question. However, the change in 
production teams from Letts/Dicks to 
Hinchcliffe/Holmes saw the Brigadier written 
out of the series almost overnight with the 
introduction of the Brigadier "duplicate" 
Harry Sullivan into the show. Nicholas 
Courtney's Brigadier would return only once 
more during the Baker era in Terror of the 
Zygons. The news that the Brigadier would 
return during the 19th season to meet 
Davison's Doctor caused great excitement 
and it was with a sense of anticipation that we 
waited for his return after a seven year 
absence. 

It was to be a return well worth waiting for 
and the current production team's policy of 
re-introducing past characters or adversaries 
paid dividends in this story. It would have 
been all too easy for the Doctor to visit Earth 
and help UNIT defeat another alien invasion 
before going on his way, instead Peter 
Grimwade's intelligent and articulate script 
took us to a time when the Brigadier had 
retired from military life and was to have his 
scholastic career interrupted (twice) by a 
chain of circumstances that involved the fifth 
Doctor. Such an event helped illustrate that 
during the Brigadier's absence from the 
series, times had changed for him as well and 
this double storyline provided an extra touch 


of continuity. The plot itself was a delight and 
centered around the interesting concept of a 
temporal anomaly separating the Doctor 
from his companions, a Doctor who might 
have been bogus or the result of a disastrous 
regeneration, a race of aliens who sought 
death for themselves rather than others and, 
most importantly, a plot by the Black 
Guardian to kill the Doctor through the 
mysterious schoolboy, Turlough. A lot of 
ground for one story to cover but it did so 
remarkably well. 

Last seen at the end of the Armageddon 
Factor, the Black Guardian was played as 
before by the marvellous Valentine Dyall, 
who all but stole the show. He was a delight to 
watch and one hopes his demise in 
Enlightment will not be final. His plan to use 
Turlough seemed logical enough, although 
not explained properly at the time. Since the 
White Guardian can counteract anything his 
opposite does, to use Turlough would be less 
obvious and offered a better chance of 
success. 

Experienced actors such as Courtney and 
Dyall invariably turn in fine performances 
that delight viewers. For a relative newcomer 
to make an impact in his debut story equal to 
that of such co-stars is no mean achievement. 

Particularly well sketched was the obvious 
moral dilemma that Turlough finds himself 
in, particularly towards the end of the 
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programme when he is forced to agonize 
over whether he can kill the Time-Lord who 
so obviously trusts him. He promises to be 
one of the best male companions yet. 

The excellent set design was a visual treat 
and the carefully contrived elegance of 
Mawdryn's ship contrasted well with the 
more down to earth realism of the Brigadier's 
living quarters. Production design is just one 
area in Doctor W/70that really has improved 
enormously in recent years. If the high 
standard of Mawdryn Undead can be 
maintained then hopefully the memories of 
brick-wall TARDISes and the appalling 
Nimon labyrinth can be forgiven. Also worthy 
of praise in this story was Paddy Kingsland's 
incidental music, particularly Turlough's 
theme which was a pleasant change from an 
endless round of radiophonics. 

The regular cast seemed on top form in 
Mawdryn, with Peter Davison playing the role 
of the Doctor with an easy style that seems 
remarkable after only one season. Janet 
Fielding, as always, was on top form in this 
story and Sarah Sutton also gave a top notch 
penultimate performance making up for her 
somewhat lack-lustre contribution to 
Snakedance. The two girls have become an 


important part of the programme now and 
one always accepts them as being the best of 
friends. It was therefore particularly 
gratifying to see their argument over whether 
Mawdryn really was the Doctor in episode 
three with the Brigadier mistakenly taking 
Nyssa's side. Such unexpected character 
development always adds to the portrayal of 
a role and allows the companions to be more 
than just cyphers. The flashback sequence in 
Episode Two was also an unexpected bonus 
and allowed the observant viewer a chance to 
see a Yeti from the Web of Fear and an 
Invasion Cyberman among others. 

In short, a marvellous story, but one that 
was flawed by one major error in continuity. 
Since the arrival of the J.N.T. production 
team at the start of Leisure Hive, strict 
continuity has been the order of the day and 
great efforts have been made to ensure that 
all continuity references have been as 
accurate as possible, thus it was all the more 
annoying to see such a major continuity 
mistake in dates as was made in this story. 
The 1968 Patrick Troughton story The 
Invasion took place in 1975 and this was 
stated quite clearly. The first Jon Pertwee 
story Spearhead from Space took place after 


the Cyberman Invasion and was referred to 
by the Brigadier and the Doctor. The Radio 
Times took the trouble to point out that 
Spearhead was meant to take place in 1977 
and that none of the UNIT stories had 
contemporary settings. One could possibly 
forgive such a blatant error if the storyline 
warranted it. Unfortunately this was not so as 
the Silver Jubilee only acted in establishing a 
date. Prince Charles and Lady Diana's 
wedding or the birth of Prince William could 
just have easily sufficed in this context. In fact 
it is probably somewhat unfair to blame the 
present production team for the problem with 
the dates in Mawdryn, as less than complete 
attention to the dates was paid in Spearhead. 
Perhaps it is time for the BBC to draw up a 
basic chart of Doctor Who chronology to 
avoid such problems occurring again as 
they only serve to mar an otherwise highly 
enjoyable production. 

In fact, Mawdryn Undead will surely go 
down as one of the true Doctor Who classics 
alongside Tomb of the Cybermen, The Dead 
Planet, and the more recent Earthshock. A joy 
to watch from beginning to end and 
thoroughly entertaining, which surely is what 
television is all about! 
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T he TARDIS fused into an alien 
spaceship. Plague-ridden victims 
suffering from the deadly Lazar's 
disease. A companion smitten by the lethal 
illness. An assassin travelling in the TARDIS. 
These were the elements of the latest story, 
Terminus. As the Doctor and his companions 
become separated from each other the 
plague ship reaches its destination— 
Terminus—where the Doctor discovers a 
deadly threat to the future of the universe 
which could bring about its total destruction. 
Such was the subject matter of Terminus. 
Steve Gallagher's second story for Doctor 
Who. brought to the screen by ex-Blake's 7 
director, Mary Ridge. 


Doctor Who Monthly 74 billed Terminus as 
a story "not for the squeamish". Indeed our 
first sight of the victims of Lazar's disease 
proved to be exactly that. One could feel 
genuinely sorry for them due to some 
effective make-up work. 

Dominic Guard's character, Olvir, was the 
young with a mission to discover the true 
Cause of his sister's death at the hands of the 
Vanir on Terminus. Liza Goddard, as fellow 
soldier Kari, was the other guest star for this 
story. Both were an asset to the programme 
and Liza Goddard, in particular, turned in a 
more gutsy performance than usual. 
Terminus was really Sarah Sutton's story as it 
featured her last appearance as the Trakenite 


aristocrat, Nyssa. As such, she was given 
rather more to do and for once the splendid 
Janet Fielding, as fellow TARDIS traveller 
Tegan, was not allowed to eclipse her. 

Sarah Sutton has always brought a calm 
assurance to the part of Nyssa and over 
nearly two seasons we have seen the 
composed young Traken girl face such 
tragedies as the death of her father, Tremas, 
the destruction of Traken and the horrifying 
death of her Alzarian friend, Adric. With help 
from the Doctor and Tegan she overcomes 
these shattering events, only to leave the 
relative security of the TARDIS when she felt 
able to help others by using her medical skills. 
A somewhat self-sacrificing and thankless 
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role to some, but one to which Sarah gave a 
rare quality and proved a fitting reason for her 
exit from the series. Her farewell scenes with 
the Doctor and Tegan provided a few rare 
moments of genuine affection between the 
three characters and brought to mind the 
similar sad farewell between Pertwee's 
Doctor and Jo Grant in 1973. Nyssa was a 
valuable part of Doctor Who and will be sadly 
missed. 

The stunning first episode had a unique 
quality all of its own. The special effects were 
particularly impressive, with the shimmering 
areas of instability that separated Nyssa from 
the rest oftheTardis crew serving to illustrate 
how far electronic effects have come over the 
years. The sound effects on the plague ship 
were also remarkably effective in creating an 


humourous character. The best line in the 
show was his: "Am I dead? I'd hoped for 
something better on the other side!" Valgard 
and Sigurd bickered constantly over the 
leadership of the Vanir and, although they at 
first appeared to be the villains of the story, 
they were just as much prisoners of Terminus 
as the Lazar sufferers. Fortunately by the end 
of the story they decided, with the help of the 
Doctor, to turn against their oppressive 
employers and help Nyssa treat the plague 
victims. It is pleasing to see that the 
conventional monster fare of Doctor Who can 
be interspersed with a more unusual story 
that relies less on manic alien nasties and 
more on a disturbing chain of events or 
misunderstandings. It helps to provide 
variety within the general format of the show 


this story apart from issue orders from the 
TARDIS scanner screen and the occasional 
voice-over. This was probably no bad thing 
and left one hoping for more of him in 
Enlightenment. He did provide a masterful 
semi-cliffhanger ending for episode four that 
left one wondering if Turlough would ever be 
free of him. 

Talking of Mark Strickson, he was if 
anything, even better than in Mawdryn and 
his chilly scenes with Tegan at the start of the 
story foretold a less than serene atmosphere 
between the occupants of the TARDIS in its 
future travels. This promises a degree of 
companion characterisation not seen since 
Ian and Barbara of the ’Hartnell' days. The 
other two Doctor Who regulars, Tegan and 
the Doctor, continue to excel in their 



eerie, alien atmosphere which was very 
reminiscent of BBC productions of the sixties. 
They amply emphasised the feeling that 
something was not quite right on the "old 
passenger liner". 

The rest of the story moved along at a brisk 
pace with Davison's Doctor forced to unravel 
the chain of events that would lead to the 
starting of the ship's engines, the event which 
could cause the end of the Universe. The 
sorry state of the old-time ship made an 
interesting contrast with the relative 
oppulence of Mawdryn's space craft in the 
preceeding story. The Vanir, who ran 
Terminus, were a splendid bunch of has- 
beens and Peter Benson's Bor was a drily 


and is possibly one of the reasons for the 
programme's longevity. There were no real 
monsters in Terminus, with the exception of 
the Garm whose purpose in life was to work 
in the Forbidden Zone where the radiation 
would kill most humans. Splendid idea 
though he might have been, his screen \ 
appearance was less than majestic and must 
have provoked one or two comments as to 
whether Terminus was a "shaggy dog" story. 
Perhaps the leaking radiation explained his 
unusual appearance. 

Coming as the second of the three Black 
Guardian stories, Terminus again featured 
the superb Valentine Dyall as the master of 
the dark forces, although he had little to do in 


respective roles and one hopes that both 
Peter Davison and Janet Fielding will remain 
with the show for a long time to come. 

Terminus was an excellent example of 
Doctor Who at its best. The show has been 
refined and polished to a degree many would 
have thought impossible several years ago. 
Average scripts, nondescript aliens and 
careless production values have been 
replaced by stories that have been chosen 
and produced with both care and attention. 
While Terminus is not to everyone's taste, it is 
nonetheless an excellent production in the 
best Doctor Who tradition and proves the 
show's mettle. 








Scotland Yard place the introductory date of 
4he Police Box to London as 1932, from then 
on they spread rapidly. 

Initially there were two types. One small 
version that was known as the 'Police Post' 
which could only accommodate a telephone 
and a first aid kit. The full size version, the 
traditional box was, to all intents and 
purposes, a mini police station I There were 
two Marks of this version. The only 
differences being superficial ones. The 
original logo above the doors "Police" was 
enlarged upon for the mk 2 to read; "Police 
Public Call Box". The clear glass in the upper 
panels of the windows was replaced with 
frosted glass leaving only the middle panel of 
the bottom row clear on the mk 2. On the mk 
1, the panel below the window of the left hand 
door was hinged so as to allow access to the 
telephone. The panel below that then carried 
a plaque stating;

T oday most people know what the 

TARDIS is. Such has been the advance 
in technology and especially com¬ 
munications that many children that faithfully 
follow the exploits of the Doctor in his 
TARDIS ar% unlikely to have seen a real life 
version of the famous blue Metropolitan 
Police Box. It is now twenty years since the 
eccentric Doctor operated the controls of his 
fabulous space and time machine that 
resembled so closely the Police Telephone 
Box and vanished from a junk yard in South 
London. With the disappearance of that first 
Police Box from Totters Lane in 1963 so 
began the slow dematerialisation of all 
Police Boxes around the country over the 
next few years. 

Once conventional and commonplace, the 
Police Box was solid and typically British. It 
was the most unlikely object the writers and 
designers of a science fiction programme 
could think of that would house the Doctor's 
futuristic TARDIS. Sadly, 1981 saw the 
removal of the very last operational Police 
Box from the Barnet bypass, ironically only 
days before the Doctor Who production team 
were going to film it for the story Logopolisl 
Like the Doctor and his TARDIS, the history 
of the Police Box is a little vague, yet in its day 
it played a vital role in police work. That day 
began, supposedly in Sunderland, where a 
kiosk was provided from which constables 
and the general public could contact the local 
Police Station by telephone. The second Box 
was introduced much nearer to the world of 
Doctor Who, in Barnes, London. Files at 


























































































































In the panel opposite on the right hand door 
was the St John Ambulance Association 
badge. On the mk 2 versions, the plaque and 
the badge were both raised up one panel. The 
opening panel, allowing access to the 
telephone, was inconsistent and opened 
either left to right or vice versa, the windows 
opened, top in, for two inches. The mk 2 
version was most prolific in the Metropolitan 
area. 

The public telephone was self-explanatory, 
a direct line to the nearest police station if a 
constable was not in residence at the time. 
An officer was allowed to book on or off from 
the box and even take a quick snack. Inside 
was also kept an "occurrence book" and in 
extreme emergencies, a felon could be 
restrained here until assistance arrived. 
Possibly the most memorable aspect on the 
Police Boxes was the flashing light on top 
which signaled that the station wished to 
contact the constable on the beat. It would 
remain flashing until he answered the phone. 
Many a time in the early 'sixties one would 
here the cry, "Oi, your light's flashingl", 
echoing up the high street. 

Now we are in the eighties and the age of 
the micro-chip the idea of the Police Box may 
seem quaintly old-fashioned, but when 
personal radios were unknown, radio cars 
were as rare as the Oodo and the wireless 
sets unreliable anyway, these boxes were a 
valuable step forward in Police 
communication. 

The boxes were constructed of wood sunk 
into concrete slabs weighing two ’ 
hundredweight. Because so many local 
authorities were involved no one knows 
exactly how many Police Boxes were actually 
built. Again, according to Scotland Yard files 
the number in London was in the region of six 
hundred to six hundred and fifty. A 
spokesman admitted: "That must have been 
a guess. It could be about right but no one 
made a count." 

With the increase in technology towards 
the end of the sixties, the general availability 
of telephones, personal radios, radio cars and 
the reduction in the number of constables 
pounding the beat, meant the end had come 
and the boxes were taken out of service. The 
"Death of the Police Box". It has been 
reported that because of the weight of the 
concrete bases they were blown up rather 
than removed! However, according to an 
article in the Daily Express at the time, one 
enterprising Police Officer bought up several 
of the Boxes, at fifty pounds a time, and 
stored them in his back garden. His theory 
was: "Those Americans will buy anythingl" 

So. nowadays the Police Box is strictly 
a museum item. If you wish to see a 
"teal, live” Police Box there is one preserved 
at the police training centre at Hendon and 
another is in the Police Museum at Bow Street 
even though it never saw service. It is a 
replica. There are just two others that one can 
see. although they are in red livery. There is 
one at each end of the Blackwall Tunnel in 
London being used as emergency fire boxes.

T 1 he planet Skaro. Primarily it consisted of 
two races. The Dais, a peaceful, 
unassuming people with farming 
tendencies, and the Thais, whose traits were 
always warlike. Like many similar humanoid 
civilizations as they progressed and 
developed so battles and skirmishes ensued. 
Ironically, as on Earth, war enhanced technical 
development rapidly and so, before long, 
bitter warfare was all that Skaro knew. For 
nearly one thousand years the horror of death 
and destruction reigned supreme, with 
weapons improving from bows and arrows to 
nuclear armaments. 

Eventually, resources became exhausted on 
both sides even though the racial hatred 
continued. Machine guns against catapults, 
crossbows versus atomic charges. It was 
during this time that, for some obscure reason, 
the Dais eventually became known as Kaleds. 

The culmination of the thousand year war 
ended by the intervention of the Doctor and the 
development of the Mk 3. travel machine, 
better known today as the Da/efc! 

Genesis of the Daleks ended with the 
temporary entombment of the original Daleks 


for approximately five hundred years. After 
their release (one could easily insert the TV2? 
comic strip here, if desired) it takes in the 
region of another five hundred years to 
establish space fight and begin colonising 
other planets. It must be remembered here that 
a relativily few number of Daleks exist at this 
point. With seventy five percent of the Daleks 
off-planet, the remaining twenty five percent 
are left to guard the city and are stripped down 
to basic form with one exception. They are 
given high power guns. Alterations are as 
follows; Head casing slightly decreased in 
size. Relief valves decreased in size and 
compensated for by an extra four insulator 
disc's, increasing from five to nine. Power slats 
are Removed and static electricity is harnessed 
and used by means of the "floor circuit". Gun 
barrels are strengthened by three discs 
because of the increased fire power. Proximity 
Bumper size halved. With the Dalek Supreme 
away a new "society" is instigated at this point 
with the resulting outcome being the Supreme 
Council and the emergence of the Emperor. 

It takes nearly three and half thousand years 
before enough technical know-how and 
available resources are ready before there 


can be any contemplation of invading the Earth 
and its Galaxy. Something like twelve and a 
half thousand Daleks exist now, During this 
time a new type of Dalek shell is evolved and 
the first to be endowed are the Supreme 
Council. Alterations are as followss; Larger 
relief valves, experimental eye lense. Proximity 
Bumper size doubled. 

New casings are also developed and 
especially equipped for the first attempted 
invasion of Earth in 2164 AD. Alterations are as 
follows; Smoll head and relief valves, eye 
spheres now silver for mining operations, 
Power Discs rather than slats (the cause of their 
downfall), finally, double size Proximity 
Bumpers and high power armament. 

Defeated and frustrated, the Daleks plan 
ahead. The main armies are to be trained and 
developed with new experiments to further the 
Dalek war machine. For this the whole Dalek 
force is to be moved to a new planet moi e 
suitable to operations. That planet being 
Siridon. While this long oepration Is prepared 
and executed a time travel projection device is 
invented, hence the alternative, mundane 
Genesis Daleks are used. ► 
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Meanwhile, back on Skaro the retainer force 
are also experimenting, only with radiation 
effects, find themselves facing the surviving 
Thais encroaching on their domain. 
Coincidentally, their famous encounter with the 
Doctor is imminent. (The Dead Planet) 
Determined to get their revenge on the 
Doctor, a special task force is created to deal 
with the problem. Several Daleks are revived 
on Spiridon and returned to Skaro to rebuild 
the city and to continue the experimental 
perfection and construciton of a time machine. 
Alterations at this time are os follows; Small 
head and relief valves with half size Proximity 
Bumpers. Old type guns are still utilized. One 
of the surviving 2764 Daleks is modified and 
exalted to leader of an expedition to try out the 
now developing time travel craft. Before 
success is achieved the specialist party crash 
on a planet called Vulcan. We know the rest. 
(Because Day of the Daleks occured long 
before 1983 accounts for the Dalek 
recognition of the Potrick Troughton Doctor!) 

With yvhat seems, to the rest of the Galaxy, a 
temporary lull in Dalek activities, events on 
Spiridon take a turn for the worst for the deadly 


creatures. The Supreme Council on Skaro 
decided to move operations to the planet 
Kemble and the "Great Thaw" begins. 

While searching for minerals, a group of 
original Daleks preparing for the great Master 
Plan and finalisation of a time travel craft, 
encounter the Exxilons in Death to the Daleks. 

At last the Time Capsule is completed. With 
the invisability experiments terminated, the 
Daleks are now all equipped with high power 
guns. (The city Daleks are converted to the 
moin specification of all the others with the 
exception of retaining the original gun type). 
While on Kemble the final preparation 
continues. The Chase eScapade takes place. 

Then of course follows Mission to the 
Unknown immediately succeeded by theactual 
Master Plan and eventually the Evil of the 
Daleks adventure. 

Sometimes after this civil war, with the city of 
Skaro in ruins and with all the Daleks therein 
destroyed, it is many years before deep space 
Dalek cruisers return to their home world. Their 
singular ambition is to find theri creator and to 
break the impasse of the latest robotic war. 
(Destiny of the Daleks). 


The specific chronology of Dalek history is a 
little vague but their activities can be confined 
to within a certain period. We know from The 
Steel Sky that the Daleks life span, as far as the 
Earth is concerned, occured within the first 
segment of time - between approximately 
0-175,000 AD. Two quotations give us the 
formula to arrive at this conclusion. "We ore in 
the 57th segment of time." and "We must have 
travelled forward nearly ten million years." 
(57x175,000 = 9,975,000) 0

Doctor Who 

IN AMERICA 



Ithough Doctor Who has been on the air in 
the Americas for several years now, it is only 
during the latter half of the Baker era and the 
introduction of John Nathan-Tumer as Producer that 
a massive fan following has been accrued. The result 
ofwhich has been the staging of several DoctorWho 
Conventions rather than the previous small side 
show affairs within the more lavish general science- 
fiction assemblies. 

In the following passages we take a look at recent 
fan events in Florida and Chicago. 

"Ominicon IV", starring Peter Davison, Sandra 
Dickinson and John Nathan-Turner, took place from 
Friday, February 4 through Sunday. February 6,1983, 
in Ft. Lauderdale, Florida. Almost 7000 people gathered 
to listen to the guest speakers, exchange opinions 
with pros and fellow fans, look at artwork and admire 
costumes, socialize, and have a good time. 

Even though Omnicon is a general-science fiction 


convention and invites writers, actors, scientists, 
artists and other involved in all aspects of the science 
fiction community, it was among the first cons in the 
States to feature Doctor Who. It still rivals the major 
Doctor Who cons in amount of Doctor Who pro¬ 
gramming and guests. Video runs from about 10 am 
each morning till 4am the following morning. Viewing 
attitudes during favourite episodes range from rapt 
attention to running commentary and viewer parti¬ 
cipation as with Rocky Horror Picture Show. This year 
the video included Castrovalva, Black Orchid and 
Earth shock brought by John Nathan-Tumer from 
England. 

Previous guests have included Jeremy Bulloch, 
Nick Courtney, Terrence Dicks, Barry Letts, Ian 
Marter, Brian Miller and Elisabeth Sladen. Jon 
Pertwee appeared last Fall at a fund raiser for 
Omnicon, and impressed everyone by dramatically 
making an entrance in full costume out of a TARDIS. 


Last year, John Nathan-Tumer surprised everyone 
with his keeness and wit in discussing the 
programme and by giving Castrovalva its first U.S 
showing. This year, he one-upped himself by bringing 
over Peter Davison to be the first Doctor officially 
appearing at Omnicon. 

Even though Peter Davison is already well-known 
in America because of his role as Tristan in All 
Creatures Great and Small, there was some 
trepidation about how the fans would accept him. 
Many have only seen Tom Baker, who is very popular 
there, and are not exactly used to different actors in 
the same TV role. But Davison quickly won everyone 
over and was greeted with cheers, numerous 
questions and requests for pictures and autographs 
everywhere he went. 

John Nathan-Turner, Peter Davison and Sandra 
Dickinson appeared at several Doctor Who panels. 
They were deluged with questions about the 20th

Many people are drawn to the con by its informal 
friendliness and unstructured quality. Rather than 
giving talks, the stars are encouraged to spend time 
with their fans and hold question and answer 
sessions, which often turn into discussions about 
favoured - or unfavoured - aspects of Doctor Who 
and about possibilities for the show's future. 

Because of all this, and because everyone is there 
celebrating a common interest, an instantaneous 
rapport usually develops among the fans at 
Omnicaon. Since the con began four years ago, the 
staff (which is drawn from fans all over the country 
rather than from one organization) and attendees 
have formed many friendships that get renewed 
regularly at other Doctor Who conventions. 

For those of us in Chicago. Who-activities lingered 
over .the two following weekends. John Nathan- 
Turner visited Chicago's New Fantasy shop the 
afternoon of February 12th to talk and sign 
autographs for an audience of appreciative fans. After 
the store closed, a dress rehearsal of an amateur 
play. This is Your Life, Doctor Who, was performed for 
the British guest and assorted friends. We wonder 
how many of the actors - all non professionals - 
would have agreed to appear in the cast if they had 
known who would be in their first audience 

The shop made an effective set for This is Your Life, 
Doctor Who, with walls lined by Doctor Who and old 
Movie posters, books, magazines and an 
anonymously-donated mobile consisting of carefully 
crafted K-9's anchored by a metal Doctor Who logo A 
life-size, working Dalek performed perfectly, the 


moving K-9 ran into the couch only once, and no more 
lines were forgotten than should be at the dress 
rehearsal. The script consisted almost entirely of 
jokes, a swipe or two at B.B.C. special effects and 
puns (Romana E-asing out of space and having a 
tharillmg time), and kept everyone happily laughing 
and/or groaning through the production. True to 
lifel?), the TARDIS didn't materialize because of a 
breakdown on the way to the store. 

While in Chicago, John Nathan-Turner talked to 
some local newspaper reporters and gave interviews 
on three radio stations. Doctor Who's popularity has 
been largely ignored until now by the "mundane" 
media. Even the Public Broadcasting Station that airs 
Doctor Who has not been co-operative, although 
Doctor Who brings in tremendous amounts of money 
to the station's fundraising drives. The programme is 
shown at awkward times, and the station has not yet 
purchased the new Peter Davison episodes, despite 
popular demand. 

The following weekend, February 19th, Peter 
Davison and Sandra Dickinson had an autograph 
session at The New Fantasy Shop. Their visit had only 
been advertised byword of mouth and flyers sent out 
to the shop's regular customers, but 2,000 people 
showed up bearing copies of Doctor Who and Hitch¬ 
hiker's books, pictures, towels and a life-size K-9, all 
to be signed. Most of those in line were teenage

The older woman in line, who is a M.A. candidate in 
religious studies, said she was fascinated by some 
qualities in the show that she also found in her 
studies: 'The Doctor is a superhero, intellectually, 
physically and morally; he’s also human His good 
isn't robotic, it's bumbling and lovable." 

Her five children are also all Doctor Who fans, 
along with her 88-year old aunt. One son said he 
enjoyed the programme for its adventure and 
technology, but he also found "its human appeal" 
more attractive than the slicker, more inane US 
science fiction productions. Most of the other 
Chicagoans questions also cited the adventure and 
gadgetry of Doctor Who as the main reason for its 
popularity, but many spoke of the programme's 
humour and originality, its Zen orTao aspects - and 
the varied, but always present, sex appeal of the 
different leads.

ROM AN AD VORA TRE- 
LUNDAR 

Romanadvoratrelundar is only the second 
Gallifreyan to travel with the Doctor, The first 
being his Granddaughter, Susan. 
Romanadvoratrelundar was given to the 
Doctor by the White Guardian to assist him in 
the recovery of the Key to Time. On their first 
meeting the Doctor decided her name was far 
too long and shortened it to Romana. She 
didn't like it. “It's either Romana or Fred I" 
She chose Fred and so typically the Doctor 
has called her Romana ever since. 

Once the Key to Time had been recovered 
Romana should have returned to Gallifrey but 
life with the Doctor had proved far more 
interesting and she elected to remain with 
him. While the Doctor concentrated on 
eluding the Black Guardian, Romana altered 
her own appearance to confuse any Time 
Lords looking for her. She changed from an 
authoratively regal brunette to a fussy blue¬ 
eyed blonde. 

Only one hundred and twenty six years old 
she was a particularly bright pupil at the 
Academy on Gallifrey with excellent chances 
of attaining a position on the High Council of 
the Time Lords, unusual for a female of the 
planet. 

After a while, though, the Time Lords 
located the TARDIS on the planet Tigella and 
summoned Romana back home. In the 
ensuing journey the Ship fell through a C.V.E.

In his late twenties and very fit, Harry, fair 
haired and blue eyed, loved sport. Educated 
in a public school he always excelled well on 
the games field with his academic skills only 
hovering just above the acceptable level, His 
sights set higher than just an ordinary Naval 
career, being the adventurous types, once 
having attained his Doctorate, applied for a 
position with U.N.l.T. He had only been there 
a matter of months when he first mat the 
Doctor. Harry soon realised that the Doctor 
just was not the ideal pat ient as he was 
constantly disappearing from his bed. Also, 
Harry had heard some peculiar rumours 
about this strange Doctor, whose physical 
appearance was unlike anything he had 


previously experienced. And there was that 
curious old battered Police Box. When invited 
aboard by the Doctor and Sarah-Jane he 
could not resist finding out if those rumours 
were true. However, he soon wished he 
hadn't when discovering himself thousands 
of years into the future and drifting in space 
aboard Nerva Beacon. 

After some hectic months, which included 
meeting Cybermen, Wirrn, Daleks and the 
Sontarans, he was relieved to get back home 
even if only to end up under Loch Ness, 
prisoner of the Zygons. Once the Doctor had 
sorted out the troubles in Scotland, Harry 
declined a further invitation to board the 
TARDIS but is still pleased to see his friend 
when he appears from time to time. 


LEELA 

A member of the Sevateem tribe and a 
descendant of Earth, Leela was taken aboard 
theTARDIS after the Doctor had corrected the 
"Evil One”, Xoannon. Centuries beforehand 
the Earth "Mord6" expedition had crashed on 
the planet and the Doctor had arrived to 
repair the main computer. Unfortunately, 
things went a bit awry over the years and the 
Doctor's second visit was needed to set 
things to right. When leaving, Leela had 
rushed into the Ship and de-activated the 
pause-control, thereby hijacking herself into 
time and space. 

Leela’s ancestors were part of the Earth 
Survey Team but the centuries of regression 
made her little better than a primitive savage. 
Tall and lithe with the instincts of a hunting 
animal, Leela had a mean temper to match 
her auburn hair. For most of her time with the 
Doctor she was scantily-dressed but always 
she carried her precious knife. 

He tried to revive the dormant areas of her 
mind and bring her back to her true level of 
intelligence. He had very little success, 
although he did manage to change the 
colouring of her eyes from brown to blue. It 
was on Gallifrey and her association with 
Andred that finally put her on the road to 
recovery and turned her from a beautiful 
savage into a beautiful woman. 














Adric 

Adric came from the negative universe of 
E-Space. He was an Alzarian, an impetuous 
teenager with a round baby face and a mop of 
unruly dark hair. Like his brother, Varsh, he

Having stowed away on board theTARDIS 
he soon built up a love/hate relationship with 
the Doctor brought about by Adric's youthful 
exhuberance and the Time Lord's 
stubborness. They were partners with a 
healthy respect for each other and were only 
separated by Adric's sudden death on board a 
space freighter when it crashed into the Earth 
65 million years ago. 



Nyssa of Traken 

Nyssa was the daughter of Tremas, one of the 
Consuls governing the Traken Union. She is 
in her late 'teens, very pretty, unassuming 
and sometimes a little naive. She carried 
herself with an air of aristocracy that befiitted 
her station. Her main interests were in 
bioengineering and cybernetics. Her skills 
and Adric's mathematical brain were of great 
aid the Doctor. However, there was one 
drawback. They continually argued, with 
Adric constantly at odds with her superior 
manner. 

Her involvement with the Doctor began in 
earnest when the Master killed her father, 
stealing Tremas' body for himself. Nyssa, 
unable to find her father, send a message to 
the Doctor for help and was transported to 
Logopolis by the Doctor’s temporal 
projection, the Watcher, Here she metTegan, 
hijacked from Earth, and after travelling with 
the Doctor for some time they became firm 
friends. By the time Nyssa left the Doctor she 
had grown into a highly intelligent and 
attractive young woman. 



Turlough 

Outwardly, Turlough appears to be in the 
sixteen to seventeen year age group. Of 
average stature his fierce blue eyes and vivid 
ginger hair make him a most imposing figure. 
Pretending to be a Public School boy, 
Turlough is in fact an alien. He is stranded on 
Earth, separated from his own people and 
without any means of returning home. 
Sensing an opportunity, the Black Guardian 
enlists Turlough's help to bring about the 
Doctors destruction. His reward is the 
promise of a safe passage home. 

The temptation is too great and Turlough 
accepts. His first attempts fail and he is forced 
to enrol with the TARDIS crew to await a 
further opportunity. In the back of his mind he 
sees the possibility of using the TARDIS 
himself to get home without the aid of the 
Black Guardian. As he and the Doctor become 
closer he is torn between loyalty and self 
preservation. Only time will tell! 



Tegan Jovanka 

In a similar way to Dodo, Tegan wandered 
into the TARDIS seeking assistance, having 
mistaken the Ship fora real Police Box, 
Getting lost in the labyrinth of corridors she 
became very frightened, but soon found the 
Doctor and Adric. 

An Australian, Tegan came to England in 
search of better work and landed a good job 
with a major airline. In her early twenties, of 
slight build she lived up to the traditional 
reputation of the firey redhead. Once the 
initial shock of what was happening to her 
subsided it was not long before her bossiness 
came to the fore, with her demanding that the 
Doctor return her home. This he eventually 
did! 

Returned home by the Doctor by mistake 
she was more than sorry to leave the Ship's 
company having built up a very close 
relationship with her two friends. Later she 
met up with the Doctor and Nyssa again in 
Amsterdam. Although there was some regret 
over her losing her job she was glad to see the 
pair and happily resumed her travels with 
them.

A MASTERLY LETTER 

"I would be interested to hear how the tragic death of 
Roger Delgado affected the role of the Master. Was 
Roger Delgado to have appeared in subsequent 
Doctor Who stories or was the Master to be phased 
out anyway?" 

Roger Delgado's last appearance in Frontier in 
Space was, at the time, strongly felt to be his 
penultimate performance as the Master. The pro¬ 
duction team of the day felt that the Master character 
had been utilised to the full and the time had come for 
his departure from the programme. As we all know, 
Roger Delgado died shortly before he was due to 
make his final appearance as the evil Time Lord. A 
dramatic end had been planned for the Master which 
would also coincide with the Doctor's third 
regeneration. 

(Next month, June, is exactly ten years from this 
tragedy and by way of tr'bute, Doctor Who Monthly 78 
will run a feature article about this much loved and 
admired actor.) 

TROUGHTON SPEAKS 

Coincidentally, our second question this month also 
leads us into yet another plug for Doctor Who 
Monthly 78 and on a ""uch happier note! Jennie 
Symonds from Lowestoft. Suffolk writes: 

"Just one question. Which Doctor first used the 
Sonic Screwdriver?' 

Who else but Patrick Troughton? The second 
Doctor introduced us to his latest invention at the 
beginning of Fury from the Deep when he used it to 
open the inspection hatch on the Gas Refinery pipe 
line. As the bolts of the hatch began to undo, as if by 
magic, the Doctor turned to Jamie and Victoria and 
with a broad grin calmly said: "Neat, isn't it!" 
(Hopefully by next month Doctor Who Monthly will 
present an exclusive interview with the elusive actor, 
Patrick Troughton!) 

TOO MUCH OF A GOOD THING 

An interesting point is raised by H. Morrell of Eltham. 

"Assuming that the Doctor can time travel, so that 
the fifth Doctor can be on Earth of 1977 while the 
second Doctor can be on the Earth of the future, am I 
correct in assuming that all five (indeed, all thirteen!) 
Doctors are roaming Time and Space at the same 
moment?" 

Well, the answer to this is not quite as straight¬ 
forward as you may think. The answer is yes and no. 
Obviously if one travels in time and space one's paths 
must cross at various instances. However, where the 
rest of the Universe appears to exist ever onward in 
its own time stream so too would the Doctor or any 
other time traveller have their own time stream in¬ 
dependant of all else. Therefore, even if two Doctors 
existed in the same Universal time stream, ie, The 
War Machines and The Faceless Ones his own time 
stream remains separate and therefore is totally 
unaware of his other self. Although the Doctor may 
travel into his own. This is the First Law of Time which 
has only been broken once in the story The Three 


Doctors. If the Time Lords were to know their own 
future then they would cease to exist, for how could 
they continue, knowing how they were to die or, 
more philosophically, achieving the ultimate pinnacle 
of all knowledge. Adventures such as Deadly 
Assassin, Invasion of Time and Arc of Infinity, to 
name a few, would never happen if there was fore¬ 
knowledge. 

So in answer to H. Morrell's question. Yes, thirteen 
Doctors can all exist at once, though they can never 
meet naturally.

SCHOOL CHUMS 

David Blenkinsopp from Scarborough, North 
Yorkshire is puzzled: 

"In the Keeper of Traken the Master is in his 
thirteenth regeneration. As the Master and the 
Doctor were "old friends" and went to school 
together, why is this?" 

Firstly, two points. In Mawdryn Undead the Doctor 
said he was in his fourth regeneration (ie, fifth body) 
with only eight left! Secondly, it was never actually 
stated that the Doctor and Master went to school 
together but attended the same Academy. Not quite 
the same thing. However, back to the main point. 
Unlike a rejuvenation, which is a natural progression, 
a regeneration only occurs after some ill has befallen 
a Time Lord, either by disease or accident. Con¬ 
sequently the ratio of regenerations between Time 
Lords is infinitely variable depending on how many 


times (hypothetically) they get shot, run over, ex¬ 
terminated or whatever. 

BEA T THE PANOTROPIC NET 

A short Panotropic Net this issue but it proves a point 
in an up until now grey area. David Watts of 
Stockwood Bristol sent in ths card: 

"In the Key to Time serials the Doctors stored the 
segments in a stasis locker which could only be 
opened with his palm print. (Which is not very useful, 
is it?) The Ooctor's TARDIS belonged to another Time 
Lord which meant that the palm print would have to 
be that of the original owner! Also, when the Doctor 
regenerates, his molecules change so he gets a new 
palm print which means he cannot open the 
lockerl?!" 

With regeneration the molecules renew, this is 
true, but at the same time there is no reason to 
suppose that these molecules will not re-orientate 
themselves in away that duplicates the original palm 
print. Although the Doctor looks and sometimes acts 
differently after a regeneration but this is superficial. 
The basics remain intact brain, memory, physiology, 
etc. So, presumably, do palm prints, finger prints, 
whatever. 

Secondly, the fact that the Doctor's palm print fits 
the stasis locker only goes to prove that the TARDIS 
must be his. Agreed it was said to be stolen but not 
necessarily from another Time Lord. It has always 
been hinted that the Doctor had something to do with 
the original construction of the TARDIS. In Dead 
Planet he can be quoted as saying; "I was a pioneer, 
in my day," Also, quoting from the Chase, the Doctor 
refers to the Ship and the instrumentation; "It has 
been in here ever since I built it." A simple analogy 
would be someone who possesses a company car. To 
all intents and purposes it is his car but if he were to 
sell it, although no-one would actually miss it, it is still 
classed as stealing. 
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
